We  who  have  come  here  to  Washington  have  come  here  because  we  feel  that  we 
feel  that  we  have  to  be  winter  soldiers  now  ...  We  could  come  back  to  this  country,  we

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The  Stars  And  Stripes  And  You 


This  month's  cover  consists  of  a  reproduction  of  the  front  cover  of  STARS 
and  STRIPES  and  YOU,  a  stereo  record  album  offered  to  friends  of  KPFK.  The  album 
is  based  on  the  "America"  section  of  The  Magnificent  Nonsense,  an  original  stereo  pro- 
duction by  KPFK's  William  Malloch  and  Dr.  R.  C.  Raack,  from  California  State  College, 
Hayward.  The  stereo  disc,  a  fantastic,  authentic  montage  of  World  War  I  recorded  dur- 
ing and  drawn  from  the  time,  comes  complete  with  a  word-for-word  text  and  with 
identification  of  all  personalities  and  performers. 

STARS  and  STRIPSS  and  YOU  deals  with  America's  role  in  the  "War  to  end 
all  Wars."  1917  -  1919.  The  recorded  material  comes  from  the  period  itself  (songs, 
speeches  by  historical  figures  and  vaudeville  routines)  and  contemporary  simulated  "ac- 
tuality" reports  (a  battle  at  sea,  an  airplane  dogfight,  etc.),  plus  pro  and  anti-war  pee-  ■ 
try,  some  of  it  recorded  at  the  time.  Present-day  actors  add  readings  from  John  Dos 
Passos  and  others,  providing  a  glass  through  which  to  view  the  melange.  But,  generally, 
the  original  material  itself,  in  what  we  hope  is  a  meaningful  juxtaposition,  points  up 
the  irony  of  the  peculiar  combination  of  innocence  and  self-righteousness  which  played 
us  into  the  slaughter.  It  shows  how,  in  one  sense,  we  have  moved  far  beyond  this  per- 
iod in  our  culture  but  how,  in  another  sense,  we  have  moved  very  little  indeed. 

The  record  is  an  endearing  and  frightening  documentary  of  American  history. 
The  songs  are  often  inspired,  the  words  often  ridiculous.  The  men  appear  like  child- 
giants  off  on  some  curious  holiday.  Newcomers  to  the  war,  the  Americans  seem  to  be 
driven  to  recapitulate  in  tragic  innocence  the  experience  of  the  original  European  ad- 
versaries. Through  indirection,  rather  than  a  direct  spelting-out,  we  follow  Woodrow 
Wilson's  change  from  peacemaker  to  war  leader.  We  hear  America  mobilize  its  minority 
groups  (at  the  expense  of  its  German-Americans)  and  its  farm  and  industrial  workers. 
The  boys  sail  off  to  "pay  off  an  old  debt"  to  France  and,  in  step  to  Sousa  marches, 
walk  into  the  terrible  hell  of  the  Argonne  and  Belleau  Wood. 

STARS  and  STRIPES  and  YOU  ends  with  the  ceremonies  for  the  Unknown 
Soldier.  Over  President  Harding's  speech  we  hear  Dos  F^ssos'  caustic  account  of  the 
ceremony  (from  1919),  suggesting  the  grossness  and  futility  of  the  enterprise. 

Singers  include  Irving  Kaufman,  Arthur  Fields,  Billy  Murray,  Al  Jolson,  Hen- 
ry Burr,  Nora  Bayes,  Margaret  Woodrow  Wilson,  Louis  Graveure  and  Enrico  Caruso. 
Personalities  include  James  G.  Gerard,  William  Jennings  Bryan,  Samuel  Gompers,  Phi- 
lip Scheidemann,  Thomas  A.  Edison,  Gen.  John  J.  Pershing  (America),  Gen.  E.  Covilla 
(Italy),  Marshal  Joffre  (France)  and  President  Warren  G.  Harding.  Comedy  by  Billy 
Whitlock  &  Co.,  Collins  and  Harlan,  Camel,  Morse  and  Collins.  Songs  include  We  Take 
Our  Hats  Off  To  You,  Mr.  Wilson;  I  Didn't  Raise  My  Boy  To  Be  A  Soldier:  Let's  Bury 
The  Hatchet  In  The  Kaiser's  Head;  America,  Here's  My  Boy;  When  We  Wind  Up  The 
Watch  On  The  Rhine;  Die  Wacht  Am  Rhine;  If  You  Don't  Like  Your  Uncle  Sammy; 
America,  I  Love  You;  Our  Country's  In  It  Now;  It's  Your  Country  It's  My  Country; 
How  Ya  Gonna  Keep  'Em  Down  On  The  Farm;  Your  Old  Uncle  Sam  Is  Fighting  For 
Liberty;  It's  A  Long  Way  To  Berlin;  Indianola;  The  Yanks  Are  At  It  Again;  Heliogo- 
land;  Tell  That  To  The  Marines;  and,  of  course.

PATRIOTISM  VS  HUMANISM: 

THE  COIMSCIOUSNESS  GAP 

by  Ron  Neufeld 

I  think  that  few  will  argue  with  the  psychological  pre- 
mise that  the  general  structure,  at  least,  of  one's  system  of 
moral  and  ethical  values  is  determined  ouer  a  several-year 
period  during  infancy  and  childhood.  One  learns  at  a  very 
early  age  what  to  like  and  dislike. 

The  children  who  lived  this  phase  of  their  development 
at  the  time  portrayed  in  the  album  The  Stars  and  Stripes  and 
You,  i.e.  World  War  I,  were  exposed  to  a  relatively  pure 
form  of  the  protestant-capitalistic-democratic  ethic  -  a 
form  in  which  the  principles  were  idealized  and  simplified 
to  the  point  that  almost  everyone  could  understand  and  in- 
ternalize them,  and  yet  which  bore  little  or  no  resemblance 
to  the  principles  underlying  actual  human  behavior  in  the 
real  world.  The  egomania  which  is  the  dominant  and  dis- 
tinguishing characteristic  of  the  species  homo-sapiens  dis- 
torted these  principles,  in  their  behaviorial  manifestations, 
to  profit-motivated,  ethnocentric  enfranchisement  of  the 
WASP  elite. 

As  adolescents  these  children,  most  of  them,  survived 
the  depression;  as  young  adults  they  comma-idod  platoons 
and  companies  in  World  War  II;  as  mature  men  Ihey  are  the 
heart  and  soul  of  the  military-industrial  infra-structure  that 
permeates  and  controls  the  extant  socio-economic  system. 
These  men  are  responsible  for  the  development  and  prolifer- 
ation of  the  industno-technological  monster  that  threatens 
to  engulf,  ingest  and  regurgitate  as  scrap  and  garbage  the 
natural  environment  it  relies  on  for  sustenance.  These  men 
are  responsible  for  our  primarily  profit-motivated  embroil- 
ment in  the  war  in  South  East  Asia.  These  men  are  respon- 
sible for  the  forced  enslavement  and  annihilation  of  tens  of 
thousands  of  their  sons  and  grandsons,  in  the  name  of 
"freedom."  These  are  the  men  who  will  not  (can  not')  re- 
alize that  human  needs  take  precedence  over  profit;  it  is  they 
who  will  or  can  not  vouch-safe  the  lives  of  those  who  differ: 
in  appearance,  in  tradition,  or  in  ideology. 


A  substantial  number  of  the  generation  whose  members 
are  returning  from  the  conflict  in  Vietnam  are  rebelling:  a- 
gainst  the  imposed-supposed  necessity  for  killing  for  pro- 
fit; against  the  greed-inspired  rape  of  this  planet;  against  the 
cost-conscious  exploitation  and  oppression  of  most  of  their 
fellow  men. 

It  is  these  young  people  who,  weaned  on  daily  exposure 
to  the  neurotically  hypocritical  and  self-serving  machina- 
tions of  the  Cold  War,  watched  incredulously  and  helplessly 
as  their  grandparents  fed  the  fires  of  fear  and  greed  until  the 
bloody  shooting  war  in  Indochina  erupted. 

They  watch  still,  as  that  horror  continues,  and  continues. 

Hopefully,  it  is  the  young  who,  having  learned  during 
their  childhood  the  folly  of  greed  and  war,  will  lead  us  away 
from  the  precipice  of  geno-suicide. 

The  contrast  between  these  two  groups,  the  elders  and 
the  young,  is  vividly  and  dramatically  demonstrated  by  two 
of  KPFK's  feature  presentations  for  July:  the  stereo  album 
The  Stars  and  Stripes  and  You,  to  be  broadcast  twice  during 
the  month  (see  description  on  page  5),  and  The  People's 
Grand  Jury,  a  four-day  quasi-legal  inquiry  into  the  conduct 
of  the  Vietnam  war,  including  testimony  by  veterans  of  that 
conf I ict  (see  pages  4  and  11). 
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"In  a  far-reaching  insight  Lewis  Hill  conceived  the  idea  of  a  new  kind  of  broad- 
casting institution,  one  supported  directly  by  its  listeners  whose  lives  would  be 
informed  and  enriched  by  its  existence.  Radio  broadcasting  created  by  individuals 
in  direct  relation  to  listeners  could  pass  the  restrictions  of  advertising  bias  and 
vested  interests,  and  be  free  to  broadcast  the  full  and  uncensored  range  of  political 
views  in  America  and  throughout  the  world.  Such  a  radio  station  could  explore 
responsibly  any  controversy,  could  communicate  music,  poetry,  and  examine  in 
depth  every  concern  vital  to  human  beings. "

KPFK-AN  OVERVIEW 


Twelve  years  have  passed  since  a  group  of  dedicated  individuals  brought  Lewis  Hill's  bold  Berkeley  experi- 
ment in  listener-supported  radio  to  Los  Angeles. 

Sonne  100,000-plus  individuals  have  been  subscriber-supporters  to  KPFK  during  that  period,  though  not  even 
more  than  about  one-tenth  that  number  at  any  given  time. 

KPFK  has  experienced  and  survived  numerous  crises;  inter-station,  inter-organizational  and  governmental.  The 
reasons  for  our  survival  are  simple:  KPFK  has  provldfld  a  necessary  if  not  vital  service  to  its  listeners;  its  staff  and 
board  are  determined  that  the  station  continue;  and  there  are  literally  thousands  of  supporters  who  share  that 
determination. 

KPFK-fm  is  Southern  California's  only  community-supported  radio  station.  We  are  non-profit  and  operate  on 
an  educational  license.  KPFK  is  one  of  four  such  stations  owned  and  operated  by  the  Pacifica  Foundation,  a  non- 
endowed  California  corporation.  All  four  of  the  Pacifica  stations  are  entirely  self-supporting.  Our  income  is 
■derived  from  our  listener  sponsors,  of  which  there  are  approximately  9,000  in  Los  Angeles. 

To  fulfill  our  objective  of  broadcasting  in  the  public  interest,  weendeavorto  provide  as  much  information 
possible  to  the  listening  community.  Unlike  any  other  radio  station  in  Southern  California,  our  chief  concern  is 
information,  but  not  to  the  exclusion  of  entertainment.  We  seek  out  those  who  have  a  point  of  view  to  express 
and  offer  our  air  as  a  forum  for  all  those  who  would  avail  themselves   -  to  express  their  views,  and  responsibly 
present  programs  of  interest. 

Our  program  efforts  have  evolved  and  improved  as  KPFK  has  matured  over  the  twelve  years,  broadcasting  its 
concerns  in  every  possible  aspect,  and  we  enjoy  an  excellent  rapport  with  a  wide  and  diverse  number  of  ethnic, 
geographic  and  professional  communities. 

KPFK  broadcasts  the  views  of  many  minorities:  social,  philosophical,  political,  economic,  racial  and  musical. 
Because  of  our  policy  not  to  edit,  censor,  or  otherwise  coerce,  we  are  respected  by  these  groups. 

Throughout  the  years  KPFK  has  established  an  outstanding  reputation  for  the  courage,  integrity,  and  quality 
of  its  programs  and  we  have  won  nearly  every  major  broadcasting  award.  KPFK  has  received  three  Golden  Mike 
Awards  from  the  Radio  and  Television  News  Association  of  Southern  California,  twice  for  our  regular  News 
broadcasts  and  last  year  for  the  special  documentary.  The  Soledad  Three;  as  well  as  Major  Armstrong  Awards  for; 
They  Remember  Dvorak,  A  Day  In  The  Park  and  /  Have  A  Dream. 

For  the  past  two  years,  KPFK  has  brought  you,  in  stereo,  broadcasts  of  the  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic  concert 
series.  In  February  of  this  year,  the  entire  Winter  Soldier  Investigations  were  aired  without  inturruption.  This 
month,  on  the  third  through  the  sixth,  these  same  investigations  along  with  the  Detroit  and  Los  Angeles  Winter 
Soldier  Investigations  will  be  aired  during  these  four  days  of  special  programing. 

Those  of  you  who  are  regular  listeners  have  heard  tributes  to  Frank  Sinatra,  Mahler,  Bob  Dylan,  Malcolm  X 
and  most  recently  Stravinsky,  with  a  month  of  programming  devoted  to  the  great  composer.  Along  with  the 
special  documentaries,  June  brought  you  a  month  of  programming  investigating  and  discussing  myth,  from 
ancient  to  modern. 

On  April  15,  1971  KPFK  began  broadcasting  from  its  new  facility,  the  largest  FM  complex  west  of  the 
Mississippi.  And  so,  as  I  have  said,  "We  now  have  a  place  to  work  in,  what  to  work  on,  and  many  good  people  to 
work  with." 

KPFK,  beginning  its  thirteenth  year  offers  the  community,  for  the  first  time,  a  real  radio  station  to  work  with. 
Your  support  of  KPFK  during  this  year  will  help  us  prove  that  the  free  exchange  of  ideas  can  enlighten  public 
opinion  and  even  mobilize  it  toward  constructive  ends.  We  are  encouraged  by  your  past  support  and  will  work  to 
continue  to  merit  it  throughout  this,  our  thirteenth  year  of  broadcasting.

WOODROW  WILSON  GUTHRIE 

Woodrow  Wilson  Guthrie  was  born 
July  14,  1912  in  Okemah,  Oklahoma 
and  has  long  been  recognized  as  one 
of  the  country's  most  creative,  pro- 
ductive, and  authentic  folk  singers. 
Playing  in  vuaterfront  saloons,  in  hobo 
jungles,  on  skid  rows,  and  traveling 
from  coast  to  coast.  Woody  absorbed 
and  then  recreated  in  song  nearly 
everything  he  saw  and  read  about, 
from  Einstein's  theory  of  relativity 
to  the  simple  joys  of  children.  Woody 


Guthrie,  the  folk  composer,  balladeer, 
and  citizen  of  the  open  road,  is  estimat- 
ed to  have  written  more  than  1000 
songs  between  1932  and  1954. 

Alan  Lomax,  perhaps  America's  fore- 
most folklorist,  called  Woody,  "..our 
best  contemporary  ballad  composer." 
Others  say,  "...a  rusty-voiced  Homer," 
and  "the  greatest  folk  poet  we've  had." 
Above  all  else,  Woody's  songs  show  the 
genius  of  simplicity.

DOOM,  a  newly  formed  Consumer 
Action  Organization  to  get  Drugs  Out 
Of  Meat,  is  calling  a  massive  consumer 
boycott  for  one  week,  beginning  July 
4th. 

DOOM  co-chairmen  Ida  Honorof 
(KPFK  consumer  advocate)  and  Burt 
Wilson  (KUSC  commentator)  say  that 
millions  of  families  are  eating  meat  con- 
taining D.E.S.,  the  cancer  causing  hor- 
mone. 

"Diethylstilbestrol  (D.  E.  S.)  is  used 
in  80  to  85%  of  beef  cattle  and  poul- 
try products"  said  Mrs.  Honorof.  "It  is 
an  artificial  sex-hormone  and  is  added  to 
feed  in  order  to  increase  weight  gain. 
It  is  authorized,  licensed  and  labeled 
by  the  USD  A  and  the  FDA.  The  De- 
laney  Amendment  prohibits  the  use  of 
any  additive  that  is  cancer-causing,  and 
the  Federal  Food,  Drug  and  Cosmetic 
Act  states  that  'no  residue  of  the  addi- 
tive shall  be  found  in  any  edible  portion 
of  the  animal  after  it  has  been  slaught- 
ered,' but  under  present  conditions  it 
Is  impossible  for  this  drug  to  be  fed  to 
livestock  without  residues  appearing  in 
the  meat.  Consequently,  the  use  of 
D.E.S.  IS  ILLEGAL  AND  MUST  BE 
STOPPED!"
